Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD is classified as objectionable because two excisions were not made by the distributor. 

The DVD contains a feature and other components that explicitly depict sexual activity for the 
purpose of adult sexual arousal. The problematic content is found in two of the trailers which 
contain highly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual conduct that result in the 
publication strongly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning the women involved, and by 
extension, women more generally. The male participants show a lack of concern for the women's 
physical comfort and pleasure, and there is a focus on the women enduring rather than enjoying 
the sexual activity. Had the excisions been made, the DVD would have been classified as 
objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression. However, given 
the nature of the material, this decision is reasonable, demonstrably justified and represents the 
minimum interference with the freedom of expression consistent with preventing likely injury to 
the public good.
